Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sims (US 
Patent No. 6,957,360). 



As per claims 1-2, Sims discloses a method of processing data recorded on a 
recording medium, the recording medium including a plurality of zones forming a group, 
to manage defects at a group level, a spare area for replacing defects for the group, and 
start position information for each zone in a predetermined area of the recording 
medium, the method comprising: reading start position information in the predetermined 
area of the recording medium, with the predetermined area having start position 
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information for each zone, including a start logical sector number; accessing the data 
recorded on the recording medium based upon the read start position information; and 
reproducing the accessed data [zone 1, zone 2, zone 3 (see Fig. 1); spare space is 
set a side at the end of the media (column 5, lines 53-55); defect management 
(column 6); starting addresses of the zones, logical addresses of the zones 
(column 7, 40-54)].
